who wialr to keep up fine groumis and 
who have a gardener to car** for them 
Because of the evergreen leaves of 
a glamvtus hue. if for nothing 
more, the rhisiiMlendron should find 
a place on every law-n, for the suke of 
variety. Add to this Its low growth 
and Ismntiful flowers, and we have a 
plant with few rivals Still, amateurs 
with l»ut a limited purse cannot afford 
many planta, especially of the named 
stxl grafted sort*, hut nurserymen are 
offering unnamed seedlings at a moder- 
ate price, and they are sure to give 
satisfaction when planted singly or in 
groups L'pon tite lawn rhododend- 
rons should have a situation pniteeteri 
from the odd sweeping wimla of 
w-lnter. They like a light loam, 
manured annually with pest nnd leaf 
mold. The subsoil should is* retentive, 
for tt»ey «k> n«it thrive well If kept dryj 
For greenhrmse culture they tpitst lw 
kept in as small pot* as possihir* and 
tlie r.s.t s|«4-e restricted, tiivea gissl, 
rich soil ami g.*o*l drainage They are 
strictly a cool house plant, anil will 
not do well in a warm atmosphere A 
lion nr as iM*ar forty degree* as |»«*sihlv 
suit* them l*esl. although they will 
withstand sixty degree* in the day- 
time if the temperature does not full 
trxi low at night. They should Is- left 
Indoors the first two years, and may 
then l>« put outside during the sum- 
mer after that. The growing season 
is from April to June, when they 
should have plenty of water. The 
plants should Ik* removed to a mil pit 
or lioumi on the approach of cold 
weather, which should l*e Kept just 
als.ve the freezing point. For early 
flowering, the plant* should lie

in the greenhouse a few weeks and 
then moved out into pits The sec, Is 
will keep coming up for several 
month* (hitting* of side shoots are 
often taken, ami inarching and ta|s-r- 
ing are sometime* practiced. Mocks 
for grafting are raised from seed or 
nuttings and grafted in the spring 
when one year old. Tlie saddle graft 
i» comm. inly employed, although the 
aide graft and hud give good results. 
The cutting* should lie of hall-ripe 
w«*q 4 and should he stuck into coin- 
p<*t in a close frame with moderate 
bottom heat. But little pruuning is re- 
quired, and when it is necessary it 
should l>e done at a time when tlar 
part removed can be used for cuttings.

A worn and 
time-stained copy of the Vicksburg 
Daily Citizen of April rt, 1853, lies be- 
fore me. After the occurrence of cer- 
tain events with which future chapters 
will deal. I took the trouble to secure 
this paper, and have ever since pi<-- 
aerved it. In its columns is a brief and 
rather unsatisfactory reference toan af- 
fair which had excitt d large interest in 
that part of Mississippi. 1 was not a 
witness of it: and the description after- 
ward given to me by one of the actors 
In it M as so much inure in detail than 
the newspaper account that 1 prefer 
to adopt the former in setting this 
landmurk at tlie outset of the storv. 

If you follow the left bank of the 
river down to a point where the Vicks- 
burg bluffs sink to the ordinary level 
of the river banka, you will come out 
upon a beautiful grassy glade over- 
looking the water. S»me small elms 
and cottonwoods made a pleasant 
shade bordering the road: a wide strip 
of land, p ibly thirty rods across, 
lay between the highway and the river 
bank. 

So early upon the morning of the 
S<1 of that April that the sun had 
not yet shown his rim above the trees, 
three hoi seuien came at a brisk trot 
down the road, stopped at this grove, 
dismounted, and tied their horses. 

“The other people arc not here yet,” 
one of th< men observed. “There's 
time enough. Ah! there they are." 

Three more horsemen approached 
from tlie opposite direction. They also 
halted here, and fastened their horses. 

All of the six were dressed in white 
duck suits, for the weather of that 
rpring hud come on hot. Two of them 
carried each one a ease of mahogany 
wood, and these two, after saluting 
each other, came together in earnest 
conversation. Two of the others also 
approached and shook hands, and the 
prefix “doctor" wasexchanged between 
them.
